Dl discloses e.g. bipiperidine derivatives,, structurally close 
to the claimed compounds, useful in the treatment of chemokine 
mediated disease states. Thus, that is the same use as the 
present compounds- The claimed compounds only differ by the 
substitution on the nitrogen atom in the right side piperidine 
ring. 

The closest prior art to the present subject-matter is 
regarded as being represented by document Dl. In the light of 
the prior art and having regard to the present description and 
claims, the problem underlying the present application can be 
formulated as "provision of further modulators of chemokine 
receptor or HI activity useful in the treatment of a wide 
range of chemokine or HI mediated conditions" . 

No inventive concept can be recognised in the mere provision 
of further analogues to existing pharmaceutical compounds 
unless the novel compounds are shown to possess an unexpected 
and advantageous effect over the prior art (i.e. Dl) .

However, given the facts above the subject matter of claims 1-

the invention claimed in claims 1-11 has any unexpected 
beneficial effects compared to those in the cited documents. 

In the absence of an unexpected effect inventive step is 
considered to be lacking. 

Consequently, the invention claimed in claims 1-11 is novel, 
is considered to fulfil the requirement of industrial 
applicability, but is not considered to fulfil the requirement 
of inventive step. 
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
